WE learn from a Deeatur gentleman- 


friend of the family—who visited Clinton 
on Monday, that Mrs. Porter, the mother 
of the young -wife, Airs. Uel E. Kurd, is 
now disposed not to press the piobecution 
of Mr. Hurd on the charge of perjury, 
provided she is assured the couple will 
live happily together ashusbnnd and wife. 
It will be lemembered that Hurd was 
tried in court here last week on the charge 
of perjury, and that the jury, which stood 
7 for con notion and 5 for acquittal, was 
discharged by Judge Smith after having 
deliberated on tlio knotty points of law 
for 24 hours. The bail of Hurd wae re- 
duced from 91000 to $600, but he will not 
or cannot give it, and he is still in jail. 
The case will probably not be called up 
again until the May term of court, when 
some disposition will be made of the mat- 
ter that may result in the prisoner gain- 
ing his freedom.

The fact that the $1-1,400 indebtedness 


that has been resting upon the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of this city, 
has been paid ill full recently, has already 
been recorded in these columns. This 
large, imposing and well appointed edi- 
fice, which stands upon the northwest 
corner of North Water 
and 
William 


streets, is not only an ornament to the 
city, but it is an enduring monument to 
the Christian religion, and the result of 
the plans and hopes of the older members 
of the congregation, which numbers over 
400 souls. It is a substantial brick struc- 
ture, which was built and furnished 14 
years ago at a cot-t of 368,000. Within 
its inviting audience room have a consid- 
erable portion of the Christian people of 
this community met and worshipped, and 
listened to sermons preached by Bishops 
Scott, Janes, Simpson Andrews, Bow- 
man and 
Merrill, and the following

The work of building this large house 


of worship was commenced with many 
misgivings, but the need of a suitable 
church building -one that would accom 
raodate the congregation for a period oi 
many years—was felt by all, and the edi- 
fice was erected. 
And when the spires 


were built 
as the finishing touches, 


there was a debt on the building of about 
$19,000, drawing interest at nine per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annually. The 
ew pastor took charge of the congregation 
with a cumbersome indebtedness of near- 
ly 815,000 on the building. The forego- 
ing is a very brief outline of the history 
of the church, and the members of the 
church and all lovers of Christianity and 
Christian institutions have reason to be 
jubilant and thankful that the big stumb- 
ling block in the growth and influence of 
the society has been final!) and forever re- 
moved by the payment nf the debt to the 
last cent. It was a gient achievement, 
and it was done through the self-sacrific- 
ing, noble aud persistent efforts of Rev. 
Diirirnitt, who went about among hit; 
flock and the people, din after day, and 
did not oease in his determined eM'orts to 
wipe away the burden until he hud secur- 
ed the full amount 


SsUNDAl-'.S JUBILEE SERVICES. 


The officers and members of the church 


felt so good over the payment of the debt, 
that it was at once btiggested that a jubi- 
lee service be held, and the more enthusi- 
astic members proposed to invite all the 
former pastors of the charge and several 
Bishops to participate in the exercises: 
but after reflection this plan \v,i •; deemed 
impracticable on such short notice, and it 
WHS given up. It was therefore arranged 
Jaat the pastor should conduct the jubi- 
•ee service alone, and notwithstanding the 
'act that no authorized public announce- 
ment of the special service was made, at 
10:30 a. m. the large audience room wa» 
nearly filled with members of the flock, 
members of other congregations and stran- 
gers.

as the be1 vice began. The hymns for the 
service were appropriate for the occasion,

THE SERMON 


was delivered by Rev. J. P. Dimmitt, who 
took for his text selections from the 1st, 
2d and 3rd verses of the 12Cth Psalm: 
" * * We were like them that dream. 
*

Then was our mouth rilled with 


laughter, and our tongue with singing. 


* 
The Lord hath done great things 


for us; whereof we are glad." The cler- 
gyman remarked in the beginning that 
the service of the hour was a aer oce to 
him—one in which he took a special inter- 
est, aud ono in which he would probably 
not participate again during his lifetime. 
It was a source of great satisfaction to him 
that with the help of the Lord and the peo- 
ple he had been been enabled to pay the 
debt on the church. Decatur needed more 
seata iu her churches for the accommoda- 
tion of the public, and it was a sad tact to 
the speaker that there are not seats 
enough in all the churches for more than 
one-third of the people of the city. The 
debt on the 1st church had lieen a great 
burden to the congregation, and it was a 
marvel that they took it npon their shoul- 
ders. They bore up under it heroically and 
paid the $600 interest every tix months, 
until at last it became a bore to the trus- 
tees and the congregation. 
The crisis 


was reached during the last three months, 
when the trustees found that they could 
not raise the required amount of interest 
money, and $62 had to be put up by one of 
the trustees to make up the ?600. "Then it 
wae plain that aoineth ing had to be done— 
one of three things. The first proposition 
was to make an effort to secure a lower 
rate of interest than 9 per cent., and the 
brethren met and talked it over, but 
nothing could be done, and the speaker 
was glad of it. Another proposition was 
to sell out, leave the church and worship 
elsewhere, but that wouldn't do; and the 
ast thing proposed was to pat/ the debt. 
This seemed a hard thing to do, but it was 
the only alternative. Then Rev. Dimmitt 
took up the little discolored subscription 
book he had used in going about among 
the people, and spoke feelingly of the 
names it contained, and of the history 
which was associated with it 
He opened 


it and showed the blurred pages to the 
congregation, and said he would keep that 
book until he was 80 years old or longer, 
if he should live, and then open it and 
think over all that was connected with it. 
He wouldn't part with it for a.ny consid- 
eration. When he started out to get the 
money he did so having- faith in the peo- 
ple of Decatur that they would'assist 
him, and they did nobly. " He prayed for 
help to the Lord, and He gave him the 
courage, and the determination and the 
cheek to go forward, and he succeeded. 
On some of the brethren he called aud 
they shook their heads; he went again, 
and they shook their heads; he culled 
again and some of them said, "No, sorry I 
can't do it.'' "But," said the speaker,'"! 
didn't give up, and I went again, and j on 
put down your names and the figure*-, 
didn't you? and that's the way the work 
wan accomplished."

In response to a call issued by Doctor 


Woods, of Toledo, Ohio, about thirty sur- 
geons of the Watash, St Louis A; Pacific 
Railway from various pointa along the 
main line and branches of the road, gath- 
ered in Decatur last evening and to-day, 
and this forenoon the distinguished look- 
ing body of professional gentlemen met in 
the council room at the new city hall, and 
were regaled with a salutatory address 
delivered by the chief surgeon. 
The 


paper embraces about 30 pages, on the 
relations and responsible duties of sur- 
geons to railway companies and employes, 
and embodies a variety of suggestions a» 
to the system that should be employed 
in the performance of surgical duties.

PORTER'S PROGRESS 


He Tells the Jury Some 
Plain Truths, 


Which do Not Please the 


Murderer and His 


Friends. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—As soon as 


conrt opened, Judge Porter gaid: 


"This whole defense has been a 


sham arid imposture, on imposture 
which WBB supposed to have gained 
a strength of credence from reitera- 
tion. 
The trnth asserted by this de- 


fense is that trntii which is uttered 
with effrontery, enforced by persist- 
ence, and reduplicated by reiteration. 
This is the truth which they assert 
in opposition to that truth which you 
are to ascertain and declare. In my 
remarks yesterday I showed yon how 
the prisoner has belied by his acts 
bis profession; how he has belied by 
his acts the -character given him by 
his counsel 
I showed you that he 


had been a liar, a swindler, a mur- 
derer at heart from the beginning. 
That this man has grown worse ev- 
ery year of hie life, we have all seen 
and Inow." $ 


Keturning again to the crime and 


its commission. Judge Porter said: 
""Who kiUed Garfield ?" 


Gniteau: The doctors. 
Porter: The doctors? 
Guiteau: Yes. The Lord let them 


do it to confirm my act. 


Porter: Secretary Blame was re- 


sponsible. 


Gniteau: I soy morally respon- 


sible. 


Porter: Mr. Elaine saved his life 


on that night before the murder sim- 
ply by hie presence with him as they 
walked together. He might have 
saved his life on that fatal 2d of 
July, but for the fact that the mur- 
derer came from behind them. Blaine 
is morally responsible for not pre- 
venting the crime. 


Continuing, Judge Porter said: 


"Who else is responsible? John H. 
Noyee; he is responsible; he killed 
Garfield. John H. Noyes, from whom 
the prisoner stole his lectnrea 


Gniteau: That is false. 
I rely on 


my own brains for my productions. 


"Who else is responsible? 
His 


father is responsible; the father 
whom 'he struck when he was 18 
years old 
He killed Garfield That 


father, whom he says he can never 
fwgive, and with whom he had not 
for the last fifteen years of his hon- 
ored life exchanged a word. 


"Who else is responsible? 
The 


mother. The mother whom he scarce- 
ly ever remembers; who was guilty 
of the monstrosity of having an at- 
tack of erysipelas, so as to necessi- 
tate the cutting off of her hair some 
weeks before his birth, and who. for 
this reason, it ,is reported, transmit- 
ted congenital insanity to this mur- 
derer. 


"Who else is responsible? Why, 


Uncle Abram, who was drunken and 
dissolute, but not insane. 
He trans- 


mitted insanity to him. (Jthongh ho 
did not become insane until after the 
prisoner was .born. 
He billed Gar- 


iield by making the prisoner insane. 


"Who else is responsible ? Why, 


Uncle Francis killed Garfield. Uncle 
Francis, who, as we lire told, being 
disappointed in love, either killed 
the woman he loved, or fought a 
sham -duel and long after became de- 
mented 
He killed Garfield by mak- 


ing this man u congenital monstrosi- 
ty, as Dr. Spitska says. Then cousin 
Abbey. 
She is responsible, who un- 


fortunately, was taken' poesession of 
by one of this Gniteau tribe, a trav- 
eling mesmerist, and liar young mind 
was so wrought upon that finally she 
was, for better protection, sent to an 
insane asylum. She killed Garfield 
by making .this man insane; and, as 
if all this were not enough to kill 
President Garfield— 


Gniteau: 
There's enough to kill 


your case, According to your own 
showing. 


Porter: Why the Chicago conven- 


tion killed him. 
"If they had not 


nominated, him I should not have 
killed him," says the prisoner. The 
doctors killed him, for if fee had not 
been chosen. President he would not 
have been killed. 
His nomination 


was the act of God 
"His election 


was the act of God," says the pris- 
oner, and he would have us believe 
that the Deity, who hiid thus twice 
confirmed his choice, fonnd it neces- 
sary to correct his labors by appoint- 
ing this wretched swindler, this hvp- 
ocrite, this syphilitic monstrosity^ to 
murder the President, whoso nomi- 
nation and election he had confirmed. 
These are the defenses set forth by 
this prisoner and his counsel to di- 
vert your attention from the fact that 
the deliberate murderer of. Garfield 
sits there. (Pointing to the pris- 
oner.) 


"But even this was not enough. 


The Press Jailed Garfield, and the 
Press is arraigned by the prisoner, 
and, without oven an indictment, the 
Press is found guilty by the murder- 
er. But, fortunately, they are found 
guilty only by the blistered, mrmto- 
bns tongue of the prisoner himself. 


Judge Porter denied the assump- 


tion of Keed tkflt Prwident OarfieM 


thought Guitoau insane, and quoted 
from conversations with his doctors 
to show the weakness of the asser- 
tion. Alluding to President Arthur, 
Judge Porter asserted he was Gar- 
field's successor by the same consti: 
tutional force of legitimacy as was 
Garfield himself. 


"The law," said Judge Porter, "as 


it bears upon this case, is the Su- 
preme Court, and you are but simply 
God made men, and under the obli- 
gation of a solemn oath to bring in 
your verdict under the law and facts. 
Summing up the qu-estions presented 
in the case upon which they were 
sworn to be called upon to pass, 
Judge Porter said: The first of the 
qnestions for you to consider is, was 
the prisoner insane on the 2d of 
July ? The case is at an end and 
your sworn duty is ended 


2. If you reach that, if he was in- 


sane on that day, was ho insane to 
that degree that on the second of 
July he did not know that murder 
was morally and legally wrong. 
If 


ho was not insane to that degree, you 
are bound nnder your oaths to convict 
him. 


3. If in utter disregard of his con- 


fessions under oath you shall find he 
actually and honestly believed God 
had commanded him to kill Presi- 
dent Garfield, and that he was under 
a delusion, unless yon find the fur- 
ther fact that such delusion disabled 
him from knowing such an act was 
morally and legally wrong, you are 
bound under your oaths to convict 
him. 


4. If you find that such delusion 


did exist, and that God commanded 
him to do the act, and that such de- 
lusion was the sole product of insan- 
ity, then, and then only, you acquit 
him. 
When you find he was unable 


to control his own will, you must re- 
member that under oath he has 
sworn he was able to control it. for 
he said: 
"Had Mrs. Garfield been 


with him at the depot on the 2d of 
July, I would not have shot him." 


5. If you find that even though he 


was partially insane, it resulted from 
his own malignity, his own depravi- 
ty, yet still you are bound, under the 
instructions of the court, to convict 
him. 


0. If, upon the whole case you 


have no reasonable doubt whether he 
was partially or wholly insane; if you 
believe that he knew his act was 
legally and morally wrong, you are, 
under your oaths, bound to convict 
him. 


"The law," said Judge Porter, "is 


founded on reason, and it must not 
be said that an American jury shall 
override the law and establish a prin- 
ciple which will let murder and rape 
and arson run riot through the land.'' 


Was this man sane on the 2d of 


July ? I aver that this proof indis- 
putably establishes he never was in- 
sane, and certainly not on the 2d of 
July. 
On that point, the principal 


point claimed by the prisoner and 
counsel, is the atrocity of this partic- 
ular act. 
I do not deny his claim of 


being the most cold-blooded and sav- 
age murder of the last 0,000 years, 
but is not alone as ke will find when 
he comes to those realms where mur- 
derers are consigned. 


Porter went on to criticise the tes- 


timony of Heed, Amerling and North. 
He said it would take a thousand 
oaths to make him believe that Lu- 
ther W. Guitean. that calm, quiet, 
religious man. ever said to his old 
father and mother, who had an onlv 
son that did not want thorn to go to 
the Oneida community, "Take a knife 
and slay him as Abraham did Isaac.'' 


At ttis stage of Porter's argument 


the court adjourned.
